NOTE: The amendment of claims 4 and 7 add further limitation that the phase be an insruction decode phase, not just a 
lecode phase. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Kling teaches tracking the availablity of registers. 
In a processor, a register is available if there are no pending writes to that register. Therefore, when a register is determined to be a 
destination for an instruction, it is known that the register is unavailable. Further, when that instruction completes (and the result is writen to 
the destination register), the register become available. Since Kling tracks the availablility, there must be two different states for available 
and unavailable registers. The fact that Kling does not mention operating at reduced power does not make the combination of Kling and 
Yamada non-obvious. Further, Kling teaches (see previous Office Action) that when a predicate register is avalible (scoreboard bit = 
second state) and the predicate register is false (second state), instructions are cancelled. 
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
